With the force of men there will he 
a superintendent of construction who 
will have in hand the inspection of 
all the work done by the various con­ 
tractors in the erection of buildings 
and the m any other form s of work 
which will be carried on here between 
now and next July. 
T here is to he no delay w hatever in 
startin g 
work.

of the crowd of veterans, forty th ou ­ 
sand of whom will have accom m oda­ 
tions in a cam p orovided by the War 
D epartm ent.

Charles 
Hildebrand, 
the 
fifteen- 
year-old son of J am es Hildebrand, of 
E ast Berlin, accidentally shot him ­ 
self in the 
left hand

w as about a mile outside the 
E ast Berlin lim its gunning, and w as 
clim bing over a fence at the tim e of 
the accident. 
He had put his gun on the other 
side o f the fence, and a stick protrud­ 
ed 
through the finger guard 
lying 
over the trigger. 
W hen Hildebrand 
jumped he struck the stock disch arg­ 
ing his gun. 
His left hand, which he 
placed over the muzzle as he made 
the leap, received the full charge and 
w as shattered. 
The boy accom panied by his com ­ 
panions w ith whom he had been g u n ­ 
ning ran into town to the Baublitz 
hotel, .seeking Dr. E ngle, who hoards 
there, but who w as at his office fu r­ 
ther aw ay from where the boy 
w as 
shot. The lad w as bleeding profusely 
from 
his 
wound and 
by 
this time 
greatly w e a k e n e r pluckily ran to the 
p hysician’s office. 
Dr. E ngle tok the boy to the York 
hospital, where the am putation w as 
made by Dr. H. B. King. 


A brother o f Edward Masem er, of 
H a rris b u rg , and a man by the nam* 
of Bradley, o f the sam e city, cam e to 
the hom e o f the form er at C reager’s 
mill, near N ew C hester, on a hunt­ 
ing expedition. W hile the tw o men 
were in quest of gam e som e distance 
from the mill, M asem er’s gun w as 
in some manner accidentally discharg­ 
ed, and the full charge of shot struck 
Bradley, w’ho wus bu t a short d is­ 
tance aw ay.

with shot, and his w ounds w ere o f

“Ju d gin g from the fierceness and 
unnecessary

playing on 
the 
part of G ettysb u rg team , we judge 
that som ebody m ust take them oc­ 
casionally to the Bloody A ngle for a 
talk .” 
The above stuff sounds very much 
like the cry o f the poor loser which 
w as published 
in 
another 
Carlisle 
paper several y ears a g o after G et­ 
ty sb u rg ’s 10-3 victory over Dickin­ 
son. 
G ettysb u rg’s cheering did not 
sound well to the Dickinson section, 
it is true, hut noise 
w as 
not 
made 
with the idea in view of preventing 
the Dickinson men from hearing s ig ­ 
nals. 
T his is shown by the fact that 
the local leaders had trouble to urge 
the G ettysburg rooters to keep quiet 
not only when Dickinson had the ball 
hut also when our ow n team 
w as 
playin g on the offense. 
The requests 
o f the officials for quiet when D ick­ 
inson had the ball w ere quickly a n ­ 
swered 
with silence and there w as 
no complaint. 
The officials w ere surely vigilan t 
enough to take care o f all just claim s 
to “ unnecessary roughness.” 
Dickin­ 
son ’s cry sounds much like that of 
Ohio S tate who refused to play out 
their ga m e 
Saturday 
because

Penn S tate boys w ere not sufficient­ 
ly ladylike. 
Dickinson puts up a good kick how ­ 
ever on the poor sea tin g accom m oda­ 
tions on N ixon Field. 
H ow ever they 
should rem em ber that both sides su f­ 
fered and that m any of G ettysb u rg’s 
rooters have

at 
Carlisle 
w henever the g a m e is played there 
while Dickinson occupies their sp a­ 
cious grandstand. 
H ow ever so lon g as the m em ory of 
that $400 left here on Saturday lin g ­ 
ers in the minds o f the Carlisle peo­ 
ple togeth er with the fact that G et­

in the Carlisle camp.

“The a v era g e child ta x e s to the lim ­ 
it the resources o f the fath er and 
m other and the rem arkable discipline 
maintained in the public schools of 
today is to my mind the great modern 
miracle. 
Here we find not forty ch il­ 
dren who act like one, but forty chil­ 
dren each one o f whom 
‘a cts like 
forty.’ 
“ I have never seen a n y th in g sadder 
that a child who will not obeey. D on’t 
censure the child fo r it is practically 
a lw ay s 
the 
parents 
who 
are 
to 
blame. In all my experience at tea c h ­ 
ing in 
the country, tow n and city 
schools I have never known a serious 
case of discipline which did not start 
in a home where obedience w as not 
taught.

Ittoman Nation Faces Loss of Nearly 


All 
European 
Empire 
as 
Cost 
of 
War. 


Loudon, Nov. 21.—The fighting has 
ceased for the moment between the 
Turkish aud Bulgarian armies st rug 
gling tor the possession of the key to 
tile gates of Constantinople, and tho 
opposing commander-in-chiefs are en­ 
gaged in negotiating the terms of an 
armistice. 
If these negotiations prove success­ 
ful they will be preparatory to a meet­ 
ing of plenipotentiaries who will dis­ 
cuss conditions of peace. 
in accordance with the suggestion 
contained in the Bulgarian note that 
the allied Balkan nations are prepared 
to meet the Turkish commander-in- 
chief with a view to arranging an ar­ 
mistice, the Ottoman government has 
appointed Nazim Pasha to confer with 
General Savoff, the Bulgarian leader. 
The Turkish general, who has been 
putting up such an excellent defense 
of the ram parts of the capital, now 
has thrown on him the additional bur­ 
den of deciding whether or not a fur­ 
ther display of tenacity behind the 
fortifications of Tchatalja may bring 
easier term s and save lo the Ottoman 
empire more than Constantinople aud 
a strip of Thrace along the shores of 
the Sea of Marmora, which, seemingly, 
is all that the conquerors are at pies 
ent disposed to leave to the vanquish­ 
ed. 
In the meantime the two armies 
hold their respective positions. 
How 
long this armed truce will be main­ 
tained, however, will depend on the 
terms of peace offered by the League 
of the Balkan nations and on whether 
the hitherto futile attacks by the Bul­ 
garians on the Tchatalja lines have in- 
spited the Turks with hopes that the 
fortunes of war ma) yet turn in their 
favor. 
Reports 
regarding 
the 
conditions 
proposed by the allies are conflicting. 
It is officially stated in Constantinople 
that the agreement of the allies to dis­ 
cuss the terms of an armistice and the 
preliminaries of pease does not stipu­ 
late any conditions. 
Simultaneously v th the lull on the 
battlefield comes news of a diminu­ 
tion ot tension in the Austro-Servian 
dispute by the compliance of Ber via 
with the demand of the Austrian gov­ 
ernment for an investigation on the 
spot of the . complaint made by the 
Austrian consul at Prlsrend that he 
had been hindered by Hie Servians in 
the performance of hts duties. 
On the other hand, there is nothing 
yet to indicate a solution of the ques­ 
tion of Servia s demand for ports on 
the Adriatic sea. If, as is threatened, 
she diverts her army, released by the 
fall of Monastic to the country of the 
Amaut tribesmen, her relations with 
Austria-Hungary will, It is thought, be 
further imperiled. 
The Bulgarian premier, M. Gucshoff, 
has telegraphed to Kiarnil Pasha, Hie 
Turkish grand vizier, the conditions 
under which the Bulgurs will consent 
to an armistice. The allies previously 
had announced their readiness to con­ 
sider the proposition made to them by 
Turkey for an armistice, with peace 
in view, and this is their answer. 
The allies will not enter Constanti­ 
nople if the forts of Tchatalja are 
evacuated and four important Turkish 
towns are surrendered, according to 
reports of the peace conditions 
Adrianople, which

Constantinople and the Dardanelles 
ire to be left to Turkey. 
Opinion In london is not so optl 
mi atle as it is in Paris. It is pointed 
out that T urkeys acceptance of the 
terms laid down by Bulgaria and her 
allies for an armistice is by no means 
certain, espe< tally in view of the suc­ 
cesses which Nazim Pasha claims in 
the defense ot tile Tchatalja lines. 
On othe other hand, the demand of 
the allies strictly follows precedent. 
The Rusao-Turkish armistice in 1878 
provided for the surrender Af several 
fortress*** which were still uncaptured. 
The Russians signed an armistice at 
Adrianople, and did not have to fight 
their way across Southern Thrace, yet 
they claimed and received possession 
of the T' hatalja lines.

Federal 
Government 
Accuses Them 


of Using the Mails In Illegal Prac­ 


tice. 


Washington, Nov. 21.—Acting under 
the direction ol Postmaster General 
Hitchcock, pohtolfi. e inspectors and 
United States marshaJs in seventy two 
cities and towns of the country begun 
simultaneous raids for the arrest of 
173 persons charged with using the 
mails to promote illegal medical prac­ 
tices or the sale of drugs and instru­ 
ments for illegal purposes. 
All of the arrests are based upon 
the alleged misuse of the mails lo 
further the illegal practice or busi 
ness. 
This concerted official action cover­ 
ed the United States from the Atlan­ 
tic to the Pacific and from the lathes 
to the Gulf. Many of the defendants 
are prominent, commercially and so^ 
daily. Some are leading physicians; 
others are influential business men; 
yet others are men w’bo live by their 
wits, and one is a Chinaman. 
Strict enforcement of municipal and 
state laws in the east is said by the 
postal authorities to account for the 
few arrests in the large eastern cities. 
While it Is declared violations of the 
law are frequent in Boston, New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore, the ac 
cased persons have 
been 
pursued 
closely by the state and lederai offi­ 
cials. 
Postoffice Inspectors said that a hot­ 
bed of this sort of criminality is in 
the Pacific coast states. In Han Fran 
cisco It is asserted a fictitious nam** 
was used by several prominent phjsi- 
clans, who employed a woman to do 
the necessary advertising and clerical 
work. 
Approximately 20 per cent of those! 
arrested or to be arrested send to J 
their patients, either by mail or by, 
express, various 
compounds 
In

form of pills or powders, 
A careful 
analysis of these compounds is said to 
have disclosed that some are wholly t 
Innocuous, while others are dangerous 
poisons. The sending of poisons in the 
mails is expressly forbidden by law 
One of the men accused is said to 
have been the secretary of his city’s 
hoard of he;»lth. He re-ponded to a 
decoy letter on the stationery of the 
board of health Particular care was 
taken by the Inspectors in collecting 
the 
evidence 
against business con­ 
cerns—drug houses and remedy com­ 
panies. 
As showing the difficulties encoun 
tcred, the following c-ase is cited by 
those who have conducted the invest!-! 
gallon: 
In Chicago an inspector called upon 
a physician, after having received a 
response by mail to a de<oy letter J 
The doctor was cautious, and the In 
spector was called upon to show thei 
letter he had received 
It was in the 
physician's own handwriting. 
Evidently suspicious, he 
snatched 
the letter from the inspector's hand J 
tore it and threw it Into the waste, 
basket. Subsequently the inspector re , 
turned to the office in the absence of 
the doctor, obtained the torn letter as 
an important link In the chain of evi­ 
dence 
Four of the arrests made under Mr 
Cortelyou's 
direction were made in 
Pittsburgh, Pa., three of the prisoners 
tieing women and the other a China 
man.
